During 1987, the Fire Department responded 
to 891 calls. Of these, 333 were rescue calls and 298 
resulted in transport to either Arcadia Methodist 
or St. Luke Hospital. The department expects this 
to increase to over 1000 calls in 1988, 30 to 60 
percent of which will be rescue calls. 

The 33 EMTs have given a total of 4307 man 
hours of volunteer service to their cause during the 
past year.

Council OKs financing, 
purchase of pumper 


1989, at the time of delivery, and the 1989 pay¬ 
ment is at 1986 prices.” 

Graffio reiterated to the council, following 
Tracy’s presentation, that both Alhambra and 
Arcadia Fire Department were contemplating or¬ 
dering new pumpers, and that if all three towns 
ordered their trucks at the same time, all would 
enjoy considerable savings of “more than $3000 
each.” 

Tracy told the council that Universal Mack is 
offering a financing arrangement program on the 
prime interest rate at the time of delivery (which 
would be delivered in early 1989, to be part of the 
1989-90 budget. The payoff could be amortized 
over either a three- or five-year period. Financing, 
Tracy suggested, is also available from Municipal 
Leasing Associates, Inc., a California corporation 
devoted exclusively to servicing California’s public 
agencies. He added that other options are through 
bank loans or bond issuances. 

This information was offered since to coun¬ 
cil members. Mayor Clem Bartolai and Council¬ 
man George Maurer, indicated their displeasure 
at financing the fire engine by the CRA. Tracy 
said he was giving them options. 

“Barring any unforeseen circumstances, we 
won’t be back until 1997 to replace the 1%7 Crown 
as a second apparatus,” Tracy said. 

Pat Myers, field representative for Assembly- 
man Richard Mountjoy, praised the local depart¬ 
ment for their work during the recent fire in the 
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Sierra Madre City Council bought the long 
term financing proposed by J. Kenneth Caresio, 
investment banker, to create a Joint Power Agree¬ 
ment for the purpose of establishing a Public 
Financing Authority in Sierra Madre. 

the authority, composed of the council- 
members, would issue bonds in the amount of 
approximately $7,350,000 to be used by the water 
department, the Community Redevelopment Agency 
for consolidation of funds, and to provide a capi¬ 
tal improvement reserve for street and water im¬ 
provements. The repayment and debt service would 
be provided by a CRA tax increment and water 
revenues. 

Mayor Pro Tern Bruce Crow made the motion 
to move in that direction and all councilmembers 
voted affirmatively. 

The council also gave a nod to the Sierra 
Madre Volunteer Fire Department toward replacing 
Engine 42, a 1955 Crown 1250 Gallon Per Minute 
pumper. A Mack 1500 Gallon Per Minute pumper 
replacement will cost $166,669 plus tax, said Sierra 
Madre Fire Chief Edward Tracy Tuesday evening. 

Joseph Graffio, manager of Universal Mack 
Sales and Service, Inc., explained that this is the 
same price quoted for the 1986 purchase of re¬ 
cently received apparatus. 

“Based upon a useful life of 30 years,” Tracy 
told the council, “the total cost of $166,669 amounts 
to only $5555 per year.” He added, “One of the 
major benefits of replacing Engine 42 now is that 
the payment for the new engine is not due until

Improving the facades of downtown stores 
and other buildings is one of the fundamental 
objectives of the Main Street Program. 

When improving facades there are three 
basic strategies. They are sometimes similar 
and people get confused about which is which 
because of the terminology used. The Ontario 
Ministry of Municipal Affairs has published a 
handbook defining redesign, restoration and 
renovation. Their definitions make each of the 
strategies understandable. 

Redesign involves the complete reconstruc¬ 
tion of a facade to obtain an unusual, or ne>v, 
image. This is costly and usually requires major 
reconstruction. While redesign may be used. 


the approach demands good design advice and 
quite often the extensive use of an architect 
and/or contractor. The extent of construction 
precludes “do-it-yourself* work. 

Restoration involves taking an existing 
facade’s appearance back to a particular point 
in history, often the time when it was first 
built. It requires research on building materials, 
colors and the particular architectural style 
to achieve authenticity. As you can imagine, 
this may also be the most expensive approach 
for a building owner to take. 

Renovation is probably the most practical 
solution for most building owners. It involves 
the refurbishing and repaior of a facade to 
bring back its original strengths and design. 
Many facades work well. They do not need 
to be entirly modified. Often all that is re¬ 
quired is a careful repainting, the removal of 
a poorly desgined sign or the repair or re¬ 
placement of a cornice. 

This approach combines many of the best 
aspects of the other two strategies without 
involving substantial expense. Complete his¬ 
torical accuracy is not necessary. It does re¬ 
cognize that good design from all periods 
can and should be maintained.

According to Joseph M. Kaplan, presi¬ 
dent of the council, parents need to edu¬ 
cate their children on the dangers of fire¬ 
arms and take precautionary measures in 
the safe keeping of firearms in the home. 

‘^Firearms In the home should remain 
unloaded and locked up in a safe place 
where children can’t get at them,” said 
Kaplan. “It also makes good sense to 
etore firearms atuf ammunition in separate 
locationa.” 

Kaplan added that gun owners may 
purchase gun locks on the market to en¬ 
sure the safety of children.

“I do solemnly swear (affirm) that I 
will support and defend the Constitution 
of the United States against all enemies 
torrtgn and domestic; snd that I will well 
and faithfully discharge my duties and 
responsibilities as a citizen of the United 
States. 

“The Constitution,” said Chairman 
Burger, "made a true United States. The 
Corwtitution is what we did with that in¬ 
dependence. We hope schools, com¬ 
munity organizations and others will de¬ 
velop ways to Implement this program.”

Who are menehune? Did they survive? 


the Garden Isle of Hawaii. 

Are they alive or not? You de 
cide for yourself. 


who are they? 

According to the legend, the 
“menehune” are a race of small * 
people who are featured in many of 
Kauai’s folklore. Since Kauai is the 
oldest major island in the whole 
chain, these people supposedly landed 
there first. 

Who are they? They were two 
feet tall, liked shrimp as a diet, spent 
their days in play but worked indus¬ 
triously during the nighttime hours. 

Some historians believe they were 
pygmies who came from Polynesia. 
And that is possible since the word 
“manahune” was used by Tahitians 
to describe slaves or lower classed 
people. It is true that smaller people 
who live in Tahiti were the lower 
classes. 

But was this name merely a label 
for Hawaiians of lower rank and really 
had nothing to do with size? 

The meaning of the word “mene¬ 
hune” has evolved throughout the 
centuries to mean a group of dwarfs 
who lived in the Hawaiian Islands at 
the time of the great Tahitian migra¬ 
tions, set between 1100 and 1300 A.D . 

In fact, historians believe that 
the menehune were actually Poly¬ 
nesian natives of the Marquesas Is¬ 
lands who arrived in Hawaii some¬ 
time between 500 and 800 A.D. Scho¬ 
lars also think that the Tahitian wave 
of migrating Polynesians may have 
driven these people north in the 
Hawaiian chain until they were des¬ 
troyed or merely assimilated as slaves., 

When larger, stronger, more 
dominant Tahitians arrived in Hawaii, 
the menehune may have escaped into 
the mountain forests where they were 
able to survive for many years. 

They supposedly became master 
masons, completing monumental pro¬ 
jects during the night and hiding out 
during the daytime hours to preserve 
their safety. 

Skeletons of this race have never 
been found; therefore, some say the 
stories of the menhume are strictly 
fiction. 

Among some of the facts that are 
attributed to the menehune on Kauai 
are the Menehune Ditch in Waimea 
and Alekoko Fishpond, also known 
as Menehune Fishpond, upriver from 
Nawiliwili Harbor. 

In the early 1880s the ditch was 
known as an aquaduct several miles 
long and as high as 20 feet in some 
areas. 

Today, that “aquaduct” is a few 
cut stones two feet high and running 
about 200 feet near a paved road 
alongside Waimea River. The cut ot 
the stones, according to archeologists, 
predates the style used by early Ha¬ 
waiians. 

Legend has it that the Mene¬ 
hune Fishpond, a very historic site 
J on Kauai, is the location where a 
prince and princess requested that a 
stone wall be built. According to 
legend, the menehune agreed on the 
condition that no one would watch 
them during the construction of the 
wall. 

The royal couple supposedly 
broke the agreement and they were 
turned into two stone pillars that 
stand on the mountain. 

It is said that Wainiha Valley 
was the final home of the menehune. 

There are people who still insist 
J that the menehune live in secrecy on
